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I. Relief Requested 

The applicant requests that this application be revived due to an unintentional 
abandonment. 

II. Statement of Material Facts 

On March 22, 2006, the examiner mailed a Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due 
including a requirement to correct drawings. 

This office failed to notice the requirement that corrected drawings needed to be 
submitted. 

On May 2, 2006, the applicant filed The Issue Fee; a Filing Receipt and Transmittal
